;^20,ooo  Waste  Paper  Contest. — Winners 
of  prizes  in  the  ;^20,ooo  national  waste  paper 
salvage  contest  (C.  6-  D.,  January  3,  p.  9) 
have  been  announced.  No  fewer  than  1,234 
cities,  towns  and  villages  took  part  in  the 
contest  and  the  total  amount  of  paper  sal- 
vaged was  94,421  tons.  With  the  addition 
of  the  collections  made  by  con-competing 
local  authorities,  the  grand  total  for  the 
month  was  more  than  100,000  tons.  In 
accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  con- 
test, one-half  of  the  prize  money  won  in 
every  area  will  be  divided  among  the  Red 
Cross,  Mrs.  Churchill's  Red  Cross  Aid  to 
Russia  Fund,  the  R.A.F.  Benevolent  Fund, 
and  the  Soldiers',  Sailors',  and  Airmen's 
Families  Association.  The  other  half  will 
be  given  to  local  charities.  In  extending  its 
thanks  and  congratulations  to  all  competi- 
tors the  Waste  Paper  Recovery  Association 
points  out  that  the  conclusion  of  the  con- 
test does  not  mean  that  the  vitally  important 
task  of  saving  waste  paper  is  ended.  On 
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the  contrary,  there  is  urgent  need  at  the 
munition  factories  for  ever-increasing  sup- 
plies of  this  potential  war  material. 

Spirit  in  Toilet  Preparations. — The  Per- 
fumery and  Toilet  Preparations  Manufac- 
turers' Section  and  Export  Group  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been 
requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply  to 
furnish  particulars  of  the  usage  of  alcohol 
for  perfumery  and  hair  preparations.  A 
questionnaire  has  accordingly  been  sent 
out  by  the  Section  to  its  members  asking 
for  information  on  average  strengths  of 
spirituous  preparations,  whether  their 
manufacture  is  dependent  on  irreplaceable 
stocks  of  essential  oils  or  other  aromatics, 
and  how  much  spirit  is  needed  to  use  up 
such  stocks.  On  the  replies  received  will 
depend  the  Ministry's  future  policy  of  supply. 

Control  of  Exports. — The  Export  of 
Goods  (Control)  (No.  9)  Order  (S.R.  &  O. 
No.  313),  which  becomes  operative  on 
March  17,  extends  the  existing  control  in 
respect  of  paper,  paper  board  and  certain 
articles  manufactured  therefrom.  Licences 
will  be  required  in  future  to  export  the 
following :  Paper  and  paper  board,  and 
the  following  manufactures  thereof :  Bags, 
boxes,  cartons  and  similar  containers ; 
handkerchiefs,  serviettes,  face  and  hand 
towels  and  facial  tissues;  toilet  paper, 
whether  in  rolls  or  in  sheets.  The  following 
are  exceptions  to  the  licensing  require- 
ments :  Blotting  pads,  boxed  notepaper, 
compendiums  and  writing  pads;  sensitised 
photographic  printing  paper. 

Bath  N.P.U.  Branch. — A  meeting  of  the 
Bath  Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  was  held  on  February  25,  Mr. 
A.  H.  Hale  presiding.  Plans  for  an  emer- 
gency supply  of  medicines  in  the  event  of 
air  raids  affecting  chemists'  shops  were 
discussed,  and  proposals  for  a  mutual 
assistance  scheme  were  put  forward,  both 
being  left  to  a  small  committee  to  make 
final  arrangements.  The  N.P.U.  "penalty" 
agreement  was  mentioned  by  a  member, 
and  the  subject  aroused  some  controversy. 
Eventually  it  was  decided  to  call  a  special 
meeting  to  consider  the  subject. 

Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists.— The 
eighty-sixth  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  was  held 
on  February  20,  when  fifty-seven  new  mem- 
bers were  elected.  It  was  reported  that 
two  members  had  died  as  a  result  of  enemy 
action.  The  meeting  decided  that  an  adver- 
tisement should  be  inserted  in  the  appro- 
priate journals  requesting  pharmacists  not 
to  apply  for  posts  where  the  salary  did  not 


agree  with  the  Guild's  scale.  A  letter  wa 
read  from  the  Society  of  Hospital  Pharma 
cists  of  Australia  (Victoria  Division). 

A.P.E.  Branch  Formed  at  Huddersfield.- 
A  meeting  of  employee  pharmacists  was  heL 
in  Huddersfield  on  February  23,  Mr.  G 
Greenwood  (president,  Huddersfield  Branch 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  occupying  th 
chair.  Mr.  J.  Bissell  (organising  secretar 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees 
and  Mr.  Mitchell  Jackson  (Leeds  group)  wer 
present  and  answered  questions.  It  wa 
unanimously  agreed  to  form  a  Branch  o 
the  A.P.E.,  and  Mr.  F.  A.  Goodall  wa; 
elected  Secretary. 

Eire  Chemical  Developments  Advocated 
— A  letter  from  Mr.  James  J.  Kerr,  P.C 
(registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  o 
Ireland),  to  a  Dublin  evening  newspape; 
recently  was  front-paged  under  the  double 
column  heading  "Ireland  Needs  Heav} 
Chemical  Industry. ' '  In  this  letter  Mr.  Kerr 
after  referring  to  an  address  given  b) 
Professor  Dillon  to  the  Chemical  Societj 
of  Ireland  on  the  need  for  chemical  re 
search,  wrote:  "While  agreeing  with 
Professor  Dillon  I  would  like  to  point  oul 
that  chemical  research  does  not  necessaril} 
yield  immediate  results.  .  .  .  What  Irelan ' 
needs  is  the  development  of  a  heavj 
chemical  industry.  This  should  be  the 
result  of  a  planned  economy,  so  that  there 
should  be  no  waste  products,  and  the 
development  should  be  according  to  ou" 
national  needs.  One  of  our  urgent  needs 
is  the  production  of  artificial  manures  ..." 

Closing  Hours  in  Londonderry. — In  a 
statement  of  its  attitude  towards  closing 
hours  for  chemists  embodied  in  a  proposed 
order  by  the  Londonderry  Corporation,  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  (Northern  Ireland) 
urges  that  regard  must  be  had  to  the 
evening  hours  observed  in  doctors'  surgeries, 
and  panel  patients  must  have  free  acces" 
to  chemists'  shops  in  order  to  obtain 
medicines  and  chemical  appliances  without 
delay.  This  was  particularly  necessary  in 
present  circumstances,  where  failure  to 
obtain  these  on  the  same  evening  might 
result  in  an  absence  from  work  on  the 
following  morning.  The  matter  has  been 
the  subject  of  correspondence  with  the 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association,  and  it  has 
been  arranged  to  formulate  a  scheme 
aimed  to  secure  that  insured  persons 
should  be  able  at  all  reasonable  times  to 
have  free  access  to  chemists'  shops.  The 
Ministry  has  asked  the  Corporation  to  defer 
consideration  of  the  chemists'  application, 
and  this  has  been  agreed  to.

Money  Award  to  Research  Worker. — A 

prize  of  $1,000  and  a  bronze  medal  have 
been  presented  to  Dr.  Alvin  M.  Pappen- 
heimer  by  Eli  Lilly  &  Co.,  Indianapolis, 
in  recognition  of  his  work  in  developing  a 
new  science  combining  bacteriology,  chem- 
istry, physics  and  nutrition  in  the  treatment 
of  disease.  Dr.  Pappenheimer  is  thirty- 
three  years  old.  He  gained  his  doctorate 
of  philosophy  in  chemistry  at  Harvard 
University,  studied  at  the  National  Insti- 
tute for  Medical  Research,  London,  and 
later  taught  at  Harvard  and  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania.  His  main  studies 
have  been  on  the  nutrition  of  bacteria  and 
on  immunology. 

Exposition  of  Chemical  Industries. — 

Chemistry's  contributions  to  the  economy 
of  the  United  States  of  America  were 
featured  at  the  i8th  Exposition  of  Chemical 
Industries,  Grand  Central  Palace,  New 
York,  December  i  to  6,  1941.  There  were 
340  exhibitors.  The  American  Chemical 
Society  presented  an  array  of  strategic 
raw  materials  in  the  supply  position  of 
which  rapid  improvements  are  being  made. 
Included  in  this  display  were  samples  of 
aluminium  (production  more  than  four 
times  what  it  was  in  191 4-18) ;  magnesium, 
now  derived  from  the  sea;  molybdenum, 
of  which  the  domestic  supply  is  the  largest 
in  the  world ;  and  manganese,  important 
in  many  alloys.  Among  other  materials 
now  coming  from  domestic  sources  were 
iodine,  phosphorus,  synthetic  and  semi- 
synthetic resins  and  drying  oils,  vanadium 
oxide  mass,  plastics,  and  camphor.  Sul- 
phonamides,  the  barbiturates,  and  synthetic 
vitamins,  were  among  the  pharmaceutical 
chemicals  shown,  as  were  wood  sawdust 
for  manufacturing  activated  carbon,  vinyl 
resin  coatings  for  tin  plate,  toluene,  syn- 
thetic rubbers,  etc.  One  exhibitor  displayed 
samples  of  more  than  600  new  chemical 
products  that  had  been  introduced  since 
the  last  Cheinical  Exposition  in  1939,  in- 
cluding intermediate  compounds  for  use  in 
chemical  processes.  Innovations  in  equip- 
ment design  were  numerous.  A  new  cen- 
trifugal classifier,  using  centrifugal  force  as 
high  as  1,000  times  gravity,  was  among 
apparatus  on  show. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Pharmacy  and  National  Service 

Your  editorial  comment  on  the  proposed 
"marriage"  of  retail  businesses  (p.  259) 
shows  the  extreme  difficulty,  to  put  it  no 
higher,  of  applying  the  system  to  phar- 
macies. Your  illuminating  discussion  will, 
I  trust,  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  everyone 
concerned.  In  your  Correspondence  section 
the  letter  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Haskins  (p.  268) 
well  presents  a  related  problem,  the  shortage 
of  qualified  personnel.  The  conclusion  that 
retail  chemists'  businesses  should  be  ex- 
cluded from  any  such  scheme  of  rearrange- 
ment is  irresistible.  Members  of  Regional 
Committees  and  similar  bodies  may  perhaps 
argue  that  the  "marriage"  of  pharmacies 
would  set  free  for  other  service  a  further 
number  of  qualified  people.  Have  respon- 
sible officials  considered,  to  take  only  one 
aspect  of  the  situation,  the  demands  of 
National  Health  Insurance  dispensing  ?  In 
many,  and  probably  in  most,  cases  it  would 
be  an  impossibility  for  the  proprietor  of  a 
pharmacy  to  dispense,  or  even  to  supervise 
dispensing,  for  two  sets  of  insurance  patients 
simultaneously.  Further,  the  average  dis- 
pensing department  is  not  constructed  to 
accommodate  more  than  a  few  operations 
at  a  given  time  :  what,  then,  would  become 
of  a  double  influx  of  insurance  prescriptions 
brought  in  during  a  rush  hour  ?  Even  if  an 
extra  person  could  find  room  at  the 
dispensing  counter,  the  resulting  congestion 
would  slow  down  the  rate  of  working.  These 
facts  should  be  hammered  into  the  conscious- 
ness of  those  with  whom  pharmacists  have 
to  deal  in  this  matter.  The  objections  to 
uniting  many  newspapers  into  one  were 
convincingly  put  recently  by  a  member  of 
the  B.B.C.  "Brains  Trust,"  and  the  econo- 
mies hoped  for  in  the  telescoping  of 
pharmacies  are  no  less  illusory. 

Realism  and  Reality 

The  trenchant  realism  of  Mr.  J.  M.  B. 
King's  picture  of  pharmacy  (p.  254)  may 
be  regarded  as  a  corrective  to  what  he  terms 
"the  aura  of  exaltation"  into  which  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  "seems  to  have 
gradually  drifted."  It  shares  with  other 
essays  in  realism  the  quality  of  over- 
statement, not  as  a  whole  but  in  occasional 
sentences.  Is  it  really  the  case  that  "the 
institution  of  the  large  firms  of  manufac- 
turing chemists  was  one  of  the  biggest  nails 
that  has  been  driven  into  the  cofifiin  of  the 
individual  pharmacist?"  Whose  fault  is  it 
if  a  retailer  is  too  timid  or  too  lazy  to 


prepare  chloroform  water  or  a  difficult  t 
of  suppository?  We  shall  have  to  go  b' 
a  long  way  in  history  to  reach  a  date  wh 
retail  chemists  had  not  discovered  that 
was  the  best  economy  to  make  some  of  th 
products  and  to  buy  others.  Again,  y- 
contributor  envisages  a  time  when  medici 
may  be  "reduced  to  a  few  tablets."  I  pre 
to  think  that  in  the  evolution  of  prescribi 
the  wheel  may  come  full  circle  and  dn 
(in  the  widest  meaning  of  the  word)  enj 
a  new  period  of  favour.  Mr.  King's  remai 
on  standards  of  examination  are  worth  f 
lowing  up,  even  though  his  suggestion  tl 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  " 
exactly  the  opposite"  of  a  continue 
raising  of  its  examination  standards  is  1 
too  happily  expressed.  Practical  people 
desirous  of  seeking  an  adjustment  of 
standard  of  qualification  to  the  needs 
those  who  qualify;  and,  so  far  as  ret 
business  is  concerned,  the  Society  appei 
to  be  rather  out  of  touch  with  current  tren 

Analgesics 

The  last  of  the  twelve  articles  by 
Prescott  on  the  chemistry  of  therape 
substances  (p.  261)  is  among  the 
attractive  of  the  series,  dealing  as  it  di 
with  antipyretics  and  analgesics,  substan 
often  handed  across  the  counter  as  well 
dispensed.  The  article  includes  many  hi' 
of  value  on  the  administration  of  single  a 
combined  chemicals  of  these  types — 
example,  the  reminder  that  phenaceti" 
one  of  the  safest  of  analgesics.

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STATUTORY  COMMITTEE  MEETING 


A  MEETING  of  the  statutory  Committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
was  held  at  1 7  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.I,  on  February  25.  The  members 
present  were  Messrs.  G.  R.  Hill  (chairman), 
W.  Deacon,  A.  R.  Melhuish,  E.  S.  Peck, 
A.  Sugden,  with  the  secretary  (Mr.  H.  N. 
Linstead).  Mr.  W.  J.  C.  Quarrell  was  the 
solicitor  appearing  for  the  Society.  Opening 
the  first  case,  Mr.  Linstead  said  the  Com- 
mittee had  been  called  to  hear  evidence 
supplied  by  the  Kent  Insurance  Committee, 
in  which  it  was  stated  that  a  pharmacist 
had  supplied  sulphonamide  tablets  instead 
of  M  &  B  693  tablets  on  an  insurance 
prescription  without  the  permission  of  the 
prescriber.  The  Committee  had  to  consider 
whether  the  pharmacist  in  question  had 
been  guilty  of  such  misconduct  as  might 
render  him  unfit  to  be  on  the  Register. - 
Mr.  Quarrell  explained  that  the  pharmacist 
had  supplied  sulphonamide  tablets  on  three 
occasions  to  the  same  patient  when  M  &  B 
693  had  been  prescribed.  No  attempt  had 
been  made  by  the  defendant  to  notify  the 
doctor  of  this  substitution  nor  had  any  note 
been  made  on  the  prescription. 

Chemist's  Explanation 

Defendant's  explanation  of  his  conduct 
given  to  the  Society  was  that  contained  in 
a  letter  addressed  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
showing  that  the  defendant  had  complained 
about  the  manner  in  which  the  inspector 
of  the  Insurance  Committee  had  lodged  the 
complaint  in  the  shop.  Defendant  thought 
that  sulphonamide  was  the  medical  equiva- 
lent of  M  &  B  693,  and  that  he  was  justi- 
fied in  replacing  a  proprietary  preparation 
by  a  standard  drug.  He  also  explained  that 
he  acted  in  the  belief  that  he  was  not  doing 
wrong  and  expressed  regret  in  the  matter. 
Mr.  Quarrell  pointed  out  that  defendant 
had  M  &  B  693  in  stock  at  the  time  and 
that  sulphonamide  tablets  were  much 
cheaper  than  the  latter. 

Mr.  William  Hewittson,  appearing  for 
the  Insurance  Committee,  said  that  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  the  doctor  concerned 
explaining  that  he  (the  doctor)  had  sent 
his  patient  to  defendant's  shop  with  a 
prescription  for  M  &  B  693  tablets.  The 
patient  had  returned  with  plain  white 
tablets  which  were  not  embossed  in  the 
way  the  prescribed  tablets  were.  Defen- 
dant told  Mr.  Hewittson  that  the  tablets 
supplied  were  sulphonamide  tablets  on  the 
two  previous  occasions.  The  prescriptions 
bore    no    indication    that  sulphonamide 


tablets  had  been  substituted  for  those  pn 
scribed.  Mr.  Hewittson's  report  was  adopte 
by  the  Insurance  Committee,  which  took  th 
view  that  the  substitution  had  been  mad 
deliberately. 

Business  Circumstances 

Mr.  Harold  Lightman,  for  defendant 
explained  that  defendant  had  carried  o 
business  without  any  complaint  for  a  goo 
number  of  years,  his  business  had  increase 
considerably,  and  he  was  carrying  o 
without  assistants.  In  reply  to  a  questio 
by  Mr.  Lightman,  defendant  said  that  h 
knew  the  patient  had  a  wound  and  that  th 
doctor  wished  to  use  the  tablets  immed: 
ately,  and  in  the  hurry  of  the  moment  ha 
supplied  sulphonamide  tablets.  Mi 
Quarrell,  cross-examining,  asked  defendai 
if  he  agreed  that  he  had  M  &  B  693  on  f 
premises  and  defendant  said  "Yes." 

Mr.  Quarrell  then  asked:  "Was  ] 
deliberate  substitution?"  Defendant  sai 
"No."  Defendant  also  said  that  he  di 
not  do  very  much  N.H.I,  dispensing  an 
did  not  know  very  much  about  the  Society 
rules  on  substitution.  Replying  to  th 
chairman,  defendant  said  he  knew  th 
substitution  on  a  prescription  should  b 
notified,  but  he  was  busy  when  he  dis 
pensed  the  prescription  and  did  not  mak 
a  note  on  it  at  the  time.  Defendant  sai 
he  thought  that  sulphonamide  and  M  &  ! 
693  were  identical  in  effect  and  said  h 
could  not  find  any  details  in  textbooks  t 
the  contrary.  Mr.  Lightman  added  that 
man  who  was  trying  to  make  a  dishone: 
profit  would  not  have  done  so  on  the  fe^ 
tablets  concerned. 

After  the  Committee  had  considered  th 
matter,  the  chairman  read  the  Society 
rules  concerning  substitution  and  referre 
to  a  similar  recent  case.  He  said  in  th 
latter  case  the  Committee,  had  tried  to  ma' 
it  clear  that  the  rule  should  be  rigidl 
adhered  to.  Even  if  there  had  been  n 
such  rule,  a  chemist  would  be  acting  e> 
tremely  unwisely  if  he  thought  he  knc 
better  than  the  doctor  and  substituted  c 
substance  by  another.  It  was  in  his  favoi 
that  the  "tablets  were  going  direct  to  . 
doctor,  who  would  almost  certainly  realis 
they  were  not  those  prescribed.  The  Coir 
mittee  decided  that  a  reprimand  was  quil 
sufficient  to  deal  with  the  case. 

A  Quota  Case 

Mr.  Linstead,  opening  the  second  casi 
said  that  evidence  had  been  received  h 
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the  Comuiittee  from  which  it  appeared  that 
at  a  local  quarter  sessions  a  member  had 
been  convicted  of  an  offence  under  the 
Limitation  of  Supplies  (Miscellaneous)  (No. 
5)  Order.  Mr.  Quarrell  (for  the  Society) 
said  that  defendant  had  been  fined  and 
30  guineas  costs  and  his  company  the  same 
amount.  The  company  conducted  a  small 
ivholesale  business  and  had  applied  to  the 
Board  of  Trade  for  registration  under  the 
brder.  The  company  had  been  so  regis- 
tered, and  was  then  asked  for  a  return  of 
Ules.  It  appeared  that  in  one  period  their 
Return  was  ;^i84  and  therefore  their  per- 
initted  quota  would  \iQ  £^^^.  During  a 
[ater  period  they  were  entitled  to  sell  /50 
but,  in  fact,  sold  /3 1,242 :  '  Mr.  E.  R. 
Meredith,  for  the  Board  of  Trade,  stated 
fie  had  interviewed  defendant,  when  defen- 
iant  produced  a  list  of  pui chases  during 
he  second  period.  In  view  of  the  large 
amount  of  purchases,  he  requested  returns 
pf  sales.  Defendant  later  stated  that  he  had 
misunderstood  the  Order  and  had  been  very 
foolish.   Defendant  was  under  the  impres- 


sion that  he  would  be  allowed  a  quota. 
He  subsequently  asked  for  the  removal  of 
his  company  from  the  Board  of  Trade 
register  by  way  of  retribution. 

Defending,  Mr.  P.  E.  Sandlands,  K.C., 
asked  the  Committee  if  they  considered 
that  a  registered  pharmacist  who  had  been 
convicted  of  a  non-professional  criminal 
offence,  was  unfit  to  be  on  the  Register. 
Mr.  Sandlands  said  that  the  Committee 
should  only  take  into  account  the  offence 
if  it  touches  the  man  in  his  professional 
calling.  Here  was  an  offence  by  a  whole- 
sale dealer  and  the  goods  affected  were  in 
Class  16  (toilet  preparations),  i.e.  goods 
which  are  ancillary  to  the  pharmacist's 
real  business.  Once  an  offence  has  been 
committed  by  the  company,  the  director 
is  implicated,  unless  he  can  say  he  hals  no. 
knowledge  of  it.  The  goods  in  question 
did  not  in  fact  pass  through  defendant's 
hands.  After  the  Committee  had  considered 
the  case,  they  came  to  the  unanimous  con- 
clusion that  it  was  a  case  where  they  should 
take  no  further  action. 


BORIC  ACID  LINT,  B.P.C. 


k  FOURTH  supplement  to  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex  is  to  be  issued  as 
Boon  as  possible  after  April  i.  It  will 
contain  a  new  specification  for  boric  lint. 
In  this  the  boric  acid  content  specified  will 
be  not  less  than  4  per  cent,  and  not  more 
than  6  per  cent.  In  accordance  with 
arrangements  made  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  the  boric  acid  lint  of  the  revised 
Specification  will  be  dispensed  by  size  and 
not  by  weight,  so  far  as  National  Health 
Insurance  prescriptions  are  concerned  (see 
p.  6-  D.,  February  28,  p.  263).  Thus, 
against  a  prescription  calling  for  i  oz. 
boric  lint,  size  i  will  be  dispensed,  the 
kiimensions  being  6|  in.  by  17-18  in.,  ap- 
proximate weight  \  oz.  A  full  list  of  the 
sizes  to  be  included  in  the  Drug  Tariff,  their 
dimensions,  approximate  weights  and  prices, 
are  given  below  : —

I -lb.  net-weight  packets  in  the  new 
specification  (not  to  be  included  in  the 
Drug  Tariff)  will  be  made  available  for 
ordinary  trade  purposes,  price  3s.  5d.  per  lb. 

It  will  be  in  order  for  chemists  to  dispense 
either  the  new  or  the  old  specification  up  to 
March  31,  the  price  to  be  paid  in  either 
case  being  the  existing  Tariff  price.  From 
April  I  the  new  specification  will  be  the 
recognised  standard,  but  chemists  with 
stocks  of  the  old  may  dispense  them  against 
N.H.I,  prescriptions  for  a  reasonable  period, 
the  prescriptions  being  appropriately  en- 
dorsed. In  such  cases  the  March  Tariff 
prices  will  apply.  For  the  guidance  of 
chemists  and  public  alike,  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  manufacturers 
whereby  the  approximate  weight  of  lint, 
as  stated  above,  will  appear  on  the  label 
of  each  packet.  When  stocks  of  the  old 
specification  are  exhausted,  boric  lint  in 
this  country  will  be  supplied  only  by  size, 
no  matter  for  what  purpose  it  is  intended, 
with  the  exception  of  the  i-lb.  parcels 
mentioned,  which  will  continue  to  be  sold 
by  weight.  Chemists  are  requested  in 
future  to  place  orders  on  wholesalers  by 
dozens  or  by  grosses  for  all  sizes  other  than 
I -lb.  It  will  be  sufficient  to  state  quantity 
and  size:  6  doz.  boric  lint,  B.P.C.  Size  i.

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LIFE  BLOOD  OF  THE  ARMY 


THE  blood-supply  depot  of  the  British 
Army,  located  in  the  West  of  Eng- 
land, serves  units  of  the  Armed  Forces 
from  England  to  the  Far  East  and  from 
Iceland  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  So  high 
a  proportion  of  casualties  as  lo  per  cent, 
require  a  transfusion — on  an  average  about 
two  pints  per  case.  Hence  supplies  must 
be  large,  and  the  fluid  must  be  durable  so

that  it  can  be  accumulated  in  the  right 
place  in  large  amounts  for  use  at  the  right 
time.  Blood  itself  keeps  for  not  much  more 
than  four  weeks,  and  during  all  this  time 
it  has  to  be  accurately  refrigerated ;  but 
blood  plasma  and  blood  serum  keep  for  at 
least  eighteen  months  in  fluid  form,  and, 
when  dried  by  a  complicated  low-tempera- 
ture process,  indefinitely.  The  dried  pro- 
duct is  particularly  suitable  for  use  in 
tropical  climates,  and  needs  only  to  be  dis- 
solved in  distilled  water. 


Accumulation  of  Supplies 

The  basis  of  the  blood-supply  service  is 
a  sufficient  number  of  voluntary  donors. 
There  are  150,000  of  these  volunteers  in 
the  West  Country,  where  over  400  towns, 
villages,  or  factories  are  visited  in  rotation, 
and  new  donors  are  constantly  being  en- 
rolled. Each  volunteer  has  a  preliminary 
test  to  determine  to  what  blood  group  he 
or  she  belongs.  Teams  up  to  the  number 
of  twelve,  according  to  demand,  go  out  to 
the  various  centres  to  obtain  the  blood. 
Each  team  consists  of  a  doctor  (often  a  lady 
doctor),  four  voluntary  aid  detachment 
nurses,  two  motor  transport  drivers  from

The  mix-j 
ture  is  then  bottled,  and  the  bottles  her- 
metically sealed  and  placed  in  a  refrig-| 
erator  kept  at  a  constant  temperature.

every  bottle  before  it  is  sent  out  for  use. 
On  occasion,  the  cooled  blood  is  sent  by  air' 
in  special  insulated  boxes,  in  which  it  is 
kept  cool  during  transit,  and  the  simpli- 
city of  the  equipment  enables  a  transfusion 
to  be  given  in  the  field  under  almost  any 
conditions.    The  system  worked  well  in 
France,  which  was  within  easy  air-delivery 
distance  of  the  main  depot,  but  in  distant 
theatres  of  war  the  more  durable  plasma  or 
serum  has  to  be  used.  Specially-trained 
teams  filter  and  bottle  the  sterile  plasma, 
and  in  a  huge  drying  plant  the  stable  dried 
product  is  made  ready  for  export  to  the 
tropics ;  the  plasma  is  dried  by  boiling  off 
water  at  a  temperature  20  degrees  below 
freezing  point.  Transfusion  work  is  special- 
ised and  requires  much  training.   For  this 
purpose,  courses  of  instruction  for  officers 
and  men  are  held  every  week  at  the  depot.

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MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 


Rheumatoid    Arthritis    Treatments. — Of 

the  many  methods  of  treatment  used  in 
rheumatoid  arthritis  the  best  results, 
according  to  Roden  ("British  Medical 
Journal,"  January  24,  p.  102),  are  most 
likely  to  follow  the  employment  of  physical 
therapy  over  a  prolonged  period,  and  the 
injection  of  gold  salts.  The  patient  should 
be  educated  in  the  use  of  simple  physio- 
therapeutic measures  so  that  these  may  be 
carried  out  in  his  own  home.  Other  forms  of 
treatment  of  possible  value  are  eradication 
of  focal  infection,  the  use  of  vaccines,  and 
high-vitamin  low-carbohydrate  high-calorie 
diet.  These  treatments  should  be  carried 
out  concurrently  rather  than  singly. 

Poisoning  by  Cadmium. — Five  outbreaks 
of  a  type  of  gastritis  with  similar  symptoms 
were  traced  by  Frant  and  Kleeman  ("Jour- 
nal of  the  American  Medical  Association," 
117,  2,  86)  to  poisoning  by  food  contamina- 
ted by  cadmium.  The  syndrome  was 
characterised  by  violent  acute  gastritis 
occurring  almost  immediately  after  the 
ingestion  of  the  contaminated  food.  A 
typical  outbreak,  the  authors  state,  may 
be  detected  with  ease  if  the  characteristics 
of  the  syndrome  are  kept  clearly  in  mind. 
The  association  of  immediate  food  poisoning 
of  groups  with  the  ingestion  of  an  acid  liquid 
prepared  in  a  metal  container  should  cause 
suspicion,  and  an  immediate  investigation 
for  the  presence  of  cadmium-plated  utensils 
should  be  made.  It  is  noteworthy  that  in 
each  of  the  outbreaks  the  contamination 
was  caused  by  cadmium-plated  parts  of 
refrigerators,  in  some  instances  not  plated 
with  cadmium  when  supplied  by  the  original 
makers.  The  authors  recommend  that  no 
utensils  to  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  or 
for  holding  food  or  drink  should  be  per- 
mitted to  be  plated  with  cadmium. 

Scarlet  Fever  Treatments. — A  compara- 
tive study  has  been  made  by  Top  and 
Young  of  the  response  of  patients  suffering 
from  scarlet  fever  to  sulphanilamide,  con- 
valescent serum  and  scarlet  fever  antitoxin 
("  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion," 1941,  II,  2,056).  Over  a  period  of 
one  year  390  cases  of  moderately  severe 
scarlet  fever  were  treated  under  control 
conditions  by  these  methods.  Status-on- 
admission  factors  known  to  influence  the 
course  of  the  disease  were  similar  and  not 
significantly  different  for  the  three  treat- 
ment groups.  The  results  of  this  study 
indicate  that  there  is  no  great  difference 


in  the  therapeutic  effect  in  cases  of  moder 
ately  severe  scarlet  fever  when  sulphani 
lamide,  convalescent  serum  and  antitoxii 
are  administered  in  the  dosage  used.  Anti 
toxin  and  convalescent  serum  give  bette 
results  than  sulphanilamide,  but  the  differ 
ences  are  not  statistically  significant.  L 
a  previous  study,  30  cc.  of  scarlet  feve 
convalescent  serum  and  one  therapeuti 
dose  of  scarlet  fever  antitoxin  (6,000  units 
gave  equally  good  results  when  adminis 
tered  by  the  intramuscular  route.  Thai 
similarity  in  value  in  the  dosage  cited  i 
again  demonstrated. 

Test  for  Vitamin  Bj'  Deficiency. — As 

means  of  detecting  the  first  signs 
deficiency  disease,  Wilson  ("Lancet,' 
February  14,  p.  199)  estimated  the  bloo' 
pyruvic  acid  in  a  series  of  children  in  th 
Royal  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Glasgow 
Two  classes  were  examined :  children  jus 
admitted  to  hospital  for  removal  of  tonsili 
and  adenoids  (before  they  had  been  sub 
jected  to  a  hospital  diet) ;  and  childrei 
in  hospital  suffering  from  various  diseases 
grouped  as  surgical  cases,  medical  cases  anc 
cases  under  ether  anaesthesia.  In  the  firs 
group  the  average  blood  pyruvic  acid  founc 
was  0-99  mgm.  per  100  c.cm.  In  the  seconc 
group  the  blood  was  taken  when  th( 
patients  were  almost  due  for  dismissal 
none  had  fever.  The  average  figure  wa! 
approximately  the  same  as  in  the  firsl 
group,  though  the  range  was  somewhal 
greater.  The  medical  cases  were  all  jusi 
above  or  below  the  average,  though  th( 
range  was  greater  than  that  found  ii 
groups  I  and  2.  In  the  few  cases  in  whict 
blood  was  taken  while  the  patient  wa' 
under  ether  anaesthesia,  the  figure  was 
below  the  average.  The  results  indicate 
that  the  blood  pyruvic  acid  in  norma 
children  of  the  hospital  class  is  not  raised 
above  the  figure  found  in  a  similar  class  0; 
children  studied  in  America,  and  this  seein» 
to  suggest  that  there  is  no  deficiency 
vitamin  in  th'eir  diets.  In  children  witl 
gastro-enteritis,  nephritis  or  convulsion' 
high  values  were  found  in  a  few  cases 
though  there  were  no  clinical  signs  of 
deficiency.

Price-regulated  Goods 

NDER  the  Prices  of  Goods  Act,  sellers  of 
ods  of  a  class  forming  the  subject  of  a 
ice  Regulation  Order  are  not  permitted 
make  a  net  profit  on  sales  of  similar 
ods  in  excess  of  that  made  by  them  on 
gust  I,  1939.    Such  sellers  are  allowed 
add  permitted  increases  in  costs  and 
erheads  (as  specified  in  the  First  Schedule 
the  Act).    In  other  words,  their  gross 
ofit  may  be  higher,  but  their  net  profit 
ust  not  be  increased  in  ratio  to  the  pre- 
nt-day  much  higher  level  of  commodity 
lues.  For  instance,  on  the  sale  of  2  cwt. 
a  product  on  August  i,  1939,  at  2s.  per 
,  showing  a  halfpenny  per  lb.  profit,  the 
lue  would  be  ;^22  8s.  and  net  profit  9s.

oday's  sales  price  for  the  same  article  is, 
y,  5s.  per  lb.  (2  cwt.  value  ^56),  with  the 
Her  still  limited  to        per  lb.  net  profit, 
the  pre-war  transaction,  the  percentage 
net  profit  on  cost  was  2-173  and  on  the 
ce-regulated  sale  0-840. 
'Drugs"  were  recently  made  the  sub- 
ct  of  a  Price  Regulation  Order.  While 
t-  attempting  to  define  what  may  or  may 
t  be  considered  to  be  a  drug  for  the  pur- 
se of  this  Order,  we  will  assume  that  the 


following  products  are  price  regulated,  not 
necessarily  as  "drugs."  Following  the 
name  of  the  product,  we  give,  in  brackets, 
the  average  market  price  ruling  on  August  i, 
1939,  and  then  today's  quotation  (assum- 
ing that  supplies  are  available)  :  Barbitone 
(9s.  5d.),  45s.  per  lb.  Buchu  (is.  5d.),  5s.  3d. 
per  lb.  Japanese  natural  camphor  (2s.  5|d.), 
I2S.  per  lb.  Cascara  sagrada,  one-year-old 
bark  (54s.),  250s.  per  cwt.  Japanese  menthol 
(i2S.),  72s.  6d.  per  lb.  Tragacanth,  No.  i 
white  {£55),  £15^  per  cwt.  Anise  (Star) 
oil  (3s.  4d.),  53s.  6d.  per  lb.  Lemongrass 
(is.  6d.),  20S.  per  lb.  In  these  cases,  given 
as  fair  illustrations,  sellers  at  current  market 
prices,  whether  they  be  importers,  manu- 
facturers, wholesalers  or,  for  that  matter, 
retailers,  have  to  limit  their  profit  to  that 
obtained  on  the  lower  pre-war  values. 
Barbitone,  sold  at  9s.  5d,  per  lb.  pre-war, 
showed  a  net  profit  of,  say,  2d.  per  lb. 
(i8s.  8d.  profit  on  i  cwt.  selling  at 
£^2  14s.  8d.).  Today,  the  price  of  the 
same  quantity  of  this  product  would  be 
£2^2,  but  the  seller  is  only  allowed  to  make 
1 8s.  8d.  net  profit.  He  is  restricted  to  the 
same  amount  of  profit  for  financing  busi- 
ness to  the  extent  of  ;^252  that  he  pre- 
viously obtained  from  the  £^2  transaction. 

Traders'  Difficulties 

Actually,  it  is  impracticable  for  sellers 
to  conform  to  this  basic  rule  of  "pre-war 
profit  on  current  values."  Most  sellers' 
stocks  of  any  product  are  composed  of 
goods  drawn  from  several  sources,  pur- 
chased or  produced  at  varying  prices  or 
costs.  They  may  be  bulked  together  in  the 
warehouse.  Would  they  be  conforming  to 
the  Order  if  they  based  their  selling  price 
on  the  average  cost  of  such  stocks,  or  must 
they  quote  a  range  of  prices  representing 
each  lot  ?  We  are  aware  the  latter  practice 
would  be  impracticable  of  performance, 
but  let  us  assume  it  could  be  done :  a 
seller  might  be  able  to  offer  an  odd  lot  of 
14  lb.  at  2s.  6d.  per  lb.  ;  but  to  another 
buyer  who  wanted  10  cwt.,  his  price  would 
have  to  be  3s.  6d.  per  lb.  Both  quotations 
would  conform  to  the  Order.  Again,  is  a 
holder  of  varying-priced  stocks  bound  to 
sell  his  cheapest  goods  first  ? 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  volume  of 
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business  being  done  today  in  drugs,  essential 
oils,  spices,  and  similar  products  has  de- 
clined very  considerably,  largely  due  to 
lack  of  normal  supplies.  Despite  the 
general  and  much  higher  level  of  com- 
modity values  today,  it  is  fairly  certain 
the  gross  cash  turnover  of  sellers  is  little, 
if  any,  more  than  that  of  pre-war  days. 
Thus,  with  the  quantity  of  goods  now  being 
sold  having  decreased  very  substantially 
compared  with  pre-war  days,  net  profits 
must  have  declined  proportionately. 

Uneconomic  Business 

This  insupportable  restriction  on  legiti- 
mate trading  is  one  of  the  chief  reasons 
why  there  is  now  an  acute  shortage  of 
many  important  natural  products  which 
have  to  be  imported.  Cascara  sagrada  is  a 
typical  instance.  Is  it  reasonable  to  expect 
an  importer  to  purchase  a  normal  quantity 
of,  say,  20  tons  of  bark,  involving  an  out- 
lay today  of  about  ;^4,6oo,  which  has  to  be 
paid  before  the  goods  are  shipped,  and 
then  run  the  risk  of  losing  them  in  transit, 
in  order  to  make  a  profit  six  months  hence 
which  must  not  exceed  that  obtained  in 
pre-war  days  on  the  same  volume  of  busi- 
ness involving  an  outlay  of  not  more  than 
^i,ooo,  with  no  shipping  difficulties  and  no 
war  dangers  ?  The  importer's  mone}'-  would, 
of  covirse,  be  far  safer  in  War  Loan  and 
would  certainly  show  a  better  return. 

You  cannot  control  foreign  shippers' 
prices,  and  that  is  the  main  reason  why 
current  values  of  this  class  of  commodity 
have  increased  so  much.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion of  "profiteering"  or  a  desire  to  act 
against  national  interests  on  the  part  of 
the  firms  who  handle  these  goods  in  this 
country;  but  ultimately,  we  fear,  some 
unfortunate  concern  will  be  pilloried  and 
held  up  as  such  for  daring  on  a  ;^i,ooo  sale 
of  price-regulated  goods  to  make  a  net 
profit  which  may  be  a  shilling  or  two  in 
excess  of  that  made  on  similar  pre-war 
sales  when  the  goods  were  valued  at  ;^ioo. 
All  power  to  the  authorities  to  stamp  out 
the  isolated  black  spots  of  sheer  profiteer- 
ing, but  that  is  a  very  different  matter  to 
crippling  business  in  products,  the  adequate 
supply  of  which  is  desirable  at  the  present 
time. 


Lost  Time  in  Factories 

Investigations  into  the  questions  of  ho 
of  work,  lost  time  and  labour  wastage  ha 
recently  been  completed  by  the  Industri 
Health  Research  Board  of  the  Medic 
Research  Council,  who  have  now  publish( 
a  report  of  their  findings  (Emergen( 
Report  No.  2,  H.M.  Stationery  Offi 
price  6d.).  The  results  of  the  inquiry  she 
that  the  time  lost  b}'-  factory  worke 
through  sickness,  injury  and  absence  wit) 
out  permission,  when  undisturbed  by  ej 
traneous  factors,  varied  with  the  week] 
hours  of  work.  It  was  usually  low  when  tl 
hours  of  work  were  less  than  sixty  per  weel 
but  increased  as  the  hours  increased  up 
seventy-five.  The  findings  suggest  tha 
over  an  extended  period,  the  weekly  houi 
of  work  should  generally  not  exceed  sixt 
to  sixty-five  for  men  and  fifty-five  to  sixt 
for  women.  In  all  the  groups  the  worke- 
were  stimulated  to  an  increased  outpi 
after  the  collapse  of  France,  and  althoug 
it  was  physiologically  impossible  to  mail 
tain  the  maximum  level  reached,  outpr 
in  nearly  every  case  has  since  remaine 
above  the  previous  level.  The  benefici- 
effects  of  a  reduction  in  excessive  hours 
work,  together  with  the  inauguration  c 
staggered  holidays,  were  reflected  in  a 
increase  in  the  rate  of  working  afterward' 

Labour  wastage  varied  considerably  fro 
one  factory  to  another.  Some  of  the  cond' 
tions  leading  to  a  high  rate  were  the  employ 
ment  of  women  unaccustomed  to  facto~ 
work,  or  married  women  whose  domesti 
responsibilities  prevented  satisfactory  ad 
justment  to  factory  life ;  difficulties  o 
shopping  and  getting  suitable  meals,  am 
the  problem  of  transport,  were  importan 
in  this  connexion.  Women,  on  the  whole 
lost  more  time  than  men,  for  reasons  sucl 
as  those  given  in  the  previous  section.  Ii 
conclusion,  when  it  is  remembered  thai 
many  workers  lived  far  from  the  factories 
and  had  to  face  air-raids  when  travellin' 
to  and  from  work ;  that  some  had  lost  thei' 
homes  and  had  to  sleep  in  improvisec 
shelters ;  and  that  often  they  had  to  wail 
outside  in  the  cold  and  rain  because  oi 
inadequate  transport  arrangements,  the 
time-keeping  of  the  factory  personnel 
studied  deserves  high  praise.

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PROTECTION  OF  CONCRETE  TANKS 


IN  using  concrete  tanks  for  storing 
chemical  solutions  deterioration  of  the 
tanks  often  takes  place,  causing  loss  of 
liquid  through  seepage.  One  remedy  for 
this  is  to  paint  the  inside  of  the  tanks  with 
chlorinated  rubber,  dissolved  in  an  organic 
solvent.  This  leaves  on  the  surface  of  the 
concrete  a  tenacious,  non-inflammable  and 
non-porous  film,  which  possesses  remark- 
able properties  of  resistance  to  all  kinds 
of  corrosive  and  deleterious  influences, 
including  almost  every  known  acid  or 
alkali,  dilute  or  concentrated.  All  types  of 
surface  can  also  be  treated  in  this  way, 
including  iron,  steel,  and  other  metals, 
brick,  asbestos  cement,  plaster,  and  wood. 

In  one  establishment  a  concrete  tank 
used  for  bleach  liquor  made  from  bleaching 
powder  was  affected  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  lost  several  gallons  per  day  through 
seepage.  After  being  cleaned,  however,  it 
was  given  three  coats  of  a  chlorinated 
rubber  solution,  and  although  this  treat- 
ment was  carried  out  about  five  years  ago 
the  tank  is  still  entirely  free  from  seepage. 


For  the  protection  of  iron  and  stee 
against  corrosion  another  variety  of  chl 
rinated  rubber  solution  contains  abou 
92  per  cent,  finely  powdered  zinc.  Thi 
has  the  effect  of  giving  additional  tru 
anodic  protection,  so  that  there  is  a  ten 
dency  to  attack  the  zinc  and  not  the  iro" 
or  steel.  In  the  establishment  alread"' 
mentioned  great  trouble  was  caused  b' 
corrosion  of  a  cold-water  pipe  which  passe( 
through  a  hot  and  steamy  atmosphere,  s 
that  water  was  continually  condensing  01 
the  surface,  representing  ideal  condition; 
for  corrosion.  The  life  of  cold-water  pipe; 
under  these  conditions  is  about  six  month" 
but  after  several  coats  of  the  latter  typ 
of  chlorinated  rubber  solution  this  pi- 
has  so  far  remained  intact  and  unaffecte 
after  four  years. 

For  stopping  leakages  in  tanks  anc 
similar  apparatus  chlorinated  rubber  prO' 
ducts  are  available  as  soft  pastes  and  alsc 
as  thin  flexible  sheetings,  while  anothei 
modification  will  stand  a  temperature  u 
to  that  of  boiling  water. 


A  LEGAL  COMPENDIUM 


THE  scope  of  "The  Law  Relating  to 
the  Marketing  and  Sale  of  Medicines," 
by  H.  E.  Chapman,  Barrister-at-Law 
(H.  Burt  &  Son,  Ltd.,  Bedford,  pp.  169, 
7s>  6d.),  is  indicated  in  the  preface  as  a 
simple  exposition  of  the  law  relating  to  the 
manufacture,  advertising,  labelling  and  sale 
of  prepared  and  proprietary  medicines.  The 
book  does  not  deal  specifically  with  the 
sale  of  poisons  on  the  lines  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  Poisons  Guide,  but  sets 
forth  the  requirements  of  the  principal  Acts 
of  Parliament  governing  trade  in  medicines, 
taking  into  account  the  changes  effected  by 
the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941. 
The  author  has  presented  the  technicalities 
of  the  subject  clearly  and  without  elabora- 
tion :  the  manual  forms  a  handy  book  of 
reference,  is  well  printed  and  has  a  good 
index.  Occasionally  (for  instance,  on  p.  25) 
there  appears  to  be  an  over-simplification : 
but  this  may  be  consistent  with  the  scheme 
of  treatment. 

The  work  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  of  which  Mr.  Chapman 
has  been  general  secretary  for  a  long 
period,  is  briefly  described,  and  suggestions 
are  made  on  some  of  the  doubtful  points 
arising  from  last  year's  Act.  One  such 
point  is  the  disclosure  of  approximate  per- 


centages :  the  author  considers  that  the 
margin  of  error  permissible  in  dispensed 
medicines  sampled  under  the  Food  an 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  may  be  taken  as  a 
precedent.  Another  point  is  the  limits  oi 
recommendation :  the  mere  inclusion  of  a 
dose  on  a  label  will  not,  in  Mr.  Chapman' 
view,  constitute  a  recommendation  "unles 
and  until"  a  legal  decision  to  that  effect  i 
given.  Again,  disclosure  of  formula  should, 
he  believes,  extend  to  each  separate  wrapper 
in  the  case  of  powders,  pills  or  tablets  sold 
"loose."  Like  other  students  of  the  Poisons 
Rules,  he  has  not  succeeded  in  clearing  up 
the  ambiguity  of  the  expression  "word5 
with  which  the  container  of  the  poison  is 
required  to  be  labelled  under  the  Act  or 
these  Rules  "  in  Rule  19  (2)  (6).  It  is  difficult

BEESWAX  PRODUCTION 

Beeswax,  according  to  the  United  Stat 
Department  of  Commerce,  is  produced  : 
Brazil  in  amounts  considerably  in  exce: 
of  local  requirements.  The  surplus 
exported  on  a  fair  scale  from  Rio  c 
Janeiro  by  local  firms  specialising  in  natb 
products,  rarely  by  bee-keepers  themselve 
The  State  of  Parana  also  has  substanti 
quantities  of  beeswax  available  for  expor 
the  bee-keepers  selling  the  wax  to  lar' 
dealers  and  exporters.  The  entire  produ 
tion  of  beeswax  in  Sao  Paulo — ^^37,268  kil' 
in  1938 — was,  however,  consumed  locall; 
Brazil  has  been  the  largest  single  suppli 
of  beeswax  to  the  United  States  for  ma- 
years.  A  total  of  1,351,000  lb.  was  import 
from  Brazil  during  the  first  nine  months 
1 94 1,  and  1,573,000  lb.  during  the  enti: 
year  1940.  Exports  of  beeswax  to 
countries  from  Brazil  amounted  to  i,635,0( 
lb.  in  1940,  against  2,124,0001b.  in  19; 
and  868,000  lb.  in  1938. 

Chile  and  Peru 

The  bulk  of  the  beeswax  shipped  abro^ 
from  Chile  during  the  first  part  of  1941  w; 
destined  for  the  United  States.  Tot 
exports  amounted  to  248,451  kilos  duri' 
the  first  eight  months,  of  which  237,0! 
kilos  was  shipped  to  the  United  States  ar 
7,413  kilos  to  the  United  Kingdom.  T 
is  a  considerable  increase  over  figures  f 
the  corresponding  periods  of  1939  and  194 
when  total  exports  amounted  to  147,6 
and  142,000  kilos. 

Beeswax  is  produced  chiefly  in  t 
Chiclayo,  Piura  and  Cajamarca  districts 
Peru.  Present  production  is  rather  sma 
and  only  limited  quantities  are  availat 
for  export.  Recently  a  few  local  firms  st 
died  the  possibilities  of  exporting  beesw 
on  a  commercial  scale,  but  abandoned  t! 
idea  as  impractical  because  of  uncertain 
and  non-uniformity  of  the  quantities  ava 
able.  Nevertheless,  exports  of  beeswi 
from  Peru  amounted  to  7,125  kilos  in  194 
against  5,251  kilos  in  1939,  and  4,901  kil 
in  1938.  The  full  amount  exported  in  19 
went  to  the  United  States ;  previously  t 
chief  destination  was  the  United  Kingdon

Subsequent  dis- 
sion  revealed  the  following  lamentable 
ation.    Some  pharmacists  {a)  doubted 
value  of  the  C.F.  scheme,  i.e.,  its  indis- 
sability  to  the  pharmacist ;  (&)  declared 
t  C.F.  manufacturers  would  have  aban- 
ed  the  scheme  had  it  not  proved  financi- 
beneficial  to  themselves;  (c)  regarded 
st  cynically  any  suggestion  that  the 
\  scheme  was  vital  to  the  security  of  the 
rmacist.   Amazed  by  the  complacency 
condescending   attitude  revealed  at 
meeting,  I  demanded  that  the  Bath 
nch  hold  a  full  C.F.  debate  in  the  very 


near  future.  This  was  granted.  I  suggest 
that  the  N.P.U.  Executive  should  consider 
the  necessity  for  the  following :  (i)  Support 
for  the  C.F.  scheme  and  signing  of  the  C.F. 
contract  to  be  a  condition  of  membership 
of  the  N.P.U. ;  (2)  only  staunch  C.F.  sup- 
porters to  hold  office  in  N.P.U.  branches; 
(3)  C.F.  lines  to  be  denied  to  those  who  fail 
to  sign  the  C.F.  contract ;  (4)  the  N.P.U.  to 
be  invested  with  disciplinary  powers  to 
penalise  those  who  infringe  the  C.F.  con- 
tract. Such  penalties  to  be  exclusive  of 
the  £5  fine."

Sir, — I  do  not  think  the  present  time 
opportune  for  signing  the  agreement  with 
the  penalty  clause,  as  proposed  by  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  In  the 
first  place,  the  offences  should  have  been 
printed  on  the  form;  secondly,  at  the 
present  time  many  pharmacists  are  only 
too  pleased  to  get  any  proprietaries  to 
make  up  for  losses  in  other  directions.  I  am 
given  to  understand  that  the  C.F.  move- 
ment benefits  the  pharmacist,  but,  so  far, 
not  the  manufacturer.  I  do  not  think  this 
is  quite  an  accurate  view:  I  believe  the 
manufacturers  have  benefited  considerably. 
Recently  I  have  been  unable  to  purchase 
many  well-known  C.F.  products  which 
hitherto  I  have  sold  well,  supported  and 
bought  direct.  In  many  cases  the  manu- 
facturers cannot  supply  direct,  but  only 
through  wholesalers,  yet  these  same  lines 
I  myself  have  seen  in  the  multiples  in 
ample  quantities.  On  the  other  hand, 
I  am  still  able  to  buy  many  good  selling 
lines  outside  the  C.F.  scheme,  direct  and 
at  best  terms.  Why  should  I  in  these 
difficult  times  take  the  long  view  and  give 
up  these  good  lines  when  many  of  the 
C.F.  firms  are  able  to  dictate  as  to  who 
can  and  who  cannot  have  their  goods. 
My  critics  tell  me  we  must  plan  for  the 
future,  but  in  my  opinion  this  planning 
for  the  future  can  be  overdone.  I  do  not 
think  the  outlook  for  pharmacy  is  so  gloomy 
as  many  portray.  I  still  believe  that  there 
will  always  be  a  good  living  for  the  phar- 
macist who  knows  his  job,  has  confidence 
in  himself  and  some  personality.  Have  the 
C.F.  manufacturers  benefited  by  the 
scheme?    I  say  "Yes."    They  have  had 
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the  support  of  the  pharmacists,  if  not  in 
full,  to  a  very  great  degree.  It  is  argued 
that  the  more  retail  points  for  the  sale 
of  a  line  the  bigger  the  sale — that  is  the 
manufacturer's  view.  Yet  if  a  number  of 
chemists  get  together  and  form  a  properly 
registered  wholesale  company  with  only 
chemists  as  its  shareholders,  and  under- 
taking to  supply  chemists  only,  that  busi- 
ness cannot  get  on  the  list  of  C.F.  whole- 
salers. I  have  been  told  that  if  they  wish 
to  get  on  the  said  list  they  must  start  a 
proprietary,  and  get  it  on  the  C.F.  list. 
Why  this  back-door  method  ?  I  think  this 
new  scheme  should  be  deferred  until  the 
end  of  the  war.  There  appears  to  be  too 
much  planning  for  the  future  and  not 
enough  of  getting  on  with  the  job  in  hand.

Modern  Pharmaceutical  Policy 

Sir, — Mr.  King's  frank  rejection  of 
idealism  (C.  &-  D.,  February  28,  p.  254)  is 
typical  of  the  outlook  which  has  brought 
retail  pharmacy  to  the  present  deplorable 
impasse.  It  is  precisely  because  the  average 
pharmacist  has  been  more  interested  in 
getting  the  best  living  he  can  than  in  giving 
the  best  service  he  can  that  the  wholesaler 
has  been  able  to  filch  from  him  a  service 
(synonym  business)  which  was  "too  much 
trouble."  There  are  a  number  of  pharma- 
cists today,  among  them  some  employed 
as  branch  managers,  who  find  time  to  make 
many  galenical  preparations,  and  so  meet 
more  easily  the  competition  which  the  less 
enterprising  feel  so  keenly.  One  can  easily 
understand  why  this  practice  is  not  viewed 
with  favour  by  the  multiple  concerns.  If 
pharmacy  wants  a  "place  in  the  sun"  it 
will  have  to  make  this  place  for  itself. 
This  means  seeking  out  and  looking  after 
the  services  which  it  can  render.  If  the 
pharmacist  ceases  to  play  an  essential  role . 
in  the  life  of  the  community  he  will  be 
eliminated.  Mr.  King  recognises  this  and 
recommends — suicide.
